is the ſecond death. Now our blẽſſed Sa- 
viour exprẽſshy prõmiſes, That thoſe who

of the iecond death. And well he cord; 
for by his mẽdiatorial interposition and tl 
fices, he has, and will deliver them, from the 
wrãth tõ come . And how inẽffable 4 bene- 
fit is it, to have ths ſecond death aböliſhed, 
in reſpect of us! It is deſcribed not only as 
in the above. quotation, but by 4à worm that 
dieth not, and à fire that is not quenched *;

though there is enoũgh (enuff) faid, tõ render 
the Sadducees hiebly criminal, for not be- 
Leving 1 in 4 refurreRion, in the exiſtence of 
angels and ſpirits (ſper) *, and conſequently 
in a fiture ſtate; yet if the revelation of 
theſe things coirid not, with söme ſhew of 
r&aſon, have been wreſted- tõ sõme other 
ſenles ; we ſhall be at a great loſs tõ con- 
ctive, how it was poſſible for that ſect, who

And as to the Heathens, though iber had 
SOME conceptions of thar ſtate, yet h had 
much leſs knowledge, and certainty of it, han 
the Jews. The very corrupt notions, they 
had of tar falſe gods, coxld not but gredtly 
corrupt tber notions, of future hippinets, 
2 of the way that leads tõ it. The want of 
| rẽſs, and authentic revelation, not 
Gab "7 that happineſs, but even that God is 
at all rẽconcileable tõ sinners; and if he is, 
in what männer; muſt have left the thought- 
fal amongſt hem very uncertain, whether 
Acts xxiii.

And how 
juſt does the apoitle Paul's deſcription of the 
heathen world appear, when he ſays, ' They 
were aliens from the commonwealth of I'fracl, 
rangers tõ the covenants of promiſe, havin 
no hope, and without God in the world. Thus 
te and immortality, were but very imper- 
Fectly known in be world, before the appearin 
of Cbriſt, and his goſpel; and a more fail 
and expreſs mömledge of them, in order tã 
men's holineſs and happineſs, was above all 
things, desi reable. 

2. Our text implies, that Chriſt has ex- 
Prẽſsly, and ſufficiently revealed the knowledge 
f life and immortality by his goſpel. This 
he has done in ſuch paſſages as theſe. * God: 
fo loved the world, that he gave his 6nly be- 
gotten Son, that whaſocver: believerh on him, 
ſhadid not periſh, but have everlaſting fe. 
WW ſheep, „ faith he, hear my voice, and 7 
know — 2 and they tollow me; and I give 
unto them eternal life, and her ſhall never 
periſh, neither ſhall 4ny pluck hem out of 
my hand. The apöſtle Paul. declares by his: 
authority, That to them, who by @ patient

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continuance in well-doing, ſeek for glory, 
donour,. and immortality; God will render, 
eternal life. And that thoſe who have. thiir 
frait untõ ho lineſs, ſhall in the end have 
everlaſting life, which is the gift of God to 
them, throzgh our Lord Jus Cyriſt?, St. 
James (Jems) alſo, That the Lord has prom- 
iſed a crown of life, to them that love him *. 
The apoſtle Peter, That God has, of his ab- 
undant mercy begotten us again intõ @ lively 
hope, by zhe rẽſurrẽction of Jeſus Chriſt from 
the dead; to an inheritance that is incorrup- 


tible, And Gndiffied; amd hes fe not 


away. And he apöſtle John, That this is 
the promiſe he hath promiſed us, ven eternal 
life. Again, That this is the record, that 
God hath given to us eternal life, and this 
life is in his Son ©. Thele are but @ very 
few paſſages of our Saviour's goſpel, in com- 
pari/on of them all, by which he has aſſured 
(hz) us, of life and immortãlity. 

And as he has revaled eternal life to us, 
he has alſo given us some account of the na- 
ture and Enjoyments of it; afliring (ſhs) us 
that there God ſhall wipe away all tears from 
our eyes; and that in it, there ſhall be no 
mere death, neither ſ6rrow nor crying, nei- 
ther any more pain“: deſcribing it as a ſtate, 
where the ſpirits (fper) of juſt men are made

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negle& of them will dem6nſtrate tbr En- 
mity, and averſion tõ God and go6dneſs, 
to have been amdzingly great; For muſt it 
nat have been ſo, ks they cold live in 
6pposition to his good will, at tbe hazard of 
laſing, 4ven life and immortality ; yea, at ihe 
riſk of eternal rain, and paniſhment. And 
as this knowledge will greatly aggravate thèir 
condemn4rion, ſo alſo will :biir criminal diſ-

The infinite öbligãtions of 
duty, love, and gratitude, we are under t the 
Father, and particalarhy for ſending him, tõ 
be ſuch an invaluable Saviour and friend tg 
us, ſhozid conſtrain us, thus tã love tbe Lord 
Jeſas Chriſt ; both ſince he is his Gly be- 
ee and well-beloved Son ; and ſince he

Without zheſe things, we cannot be his 
diſciples 2; we cannot ſerve him, either fai/h- 
fzlly, or acceptably ; we cannot fufficiently 
love his heavenly Father, wha fo loved us,

And what gredter motive than 
this eternal life, can we have to this perſe- 
verance ? Without ſo doing, we ſhed loſe 
the hope of it, and comd not but in that 
loſs, if we have dny ſenſe of its valze, be 
excceding uncomfortable: And it is nh in 
this courſe, that we can enjoy à tritly delight- 
fil ẽxpectation of it. Yea, though none of 
our obedience, ſtrictly ſpaking, merits at 
the hand of God, yet of his exberant go6d- 
neſs, he will, throzgy our Lord Jus Chriſt, 
| beſtow à degree of glory and happineſs upon 
us, in that life and immortality, richly pra- 
portioned tõ the nimber, and 7 of 
our ſervices: For he that ſoweth ſparingly, 
Hall reap ſparingly; and he zhat ſaweth 
dountiflhy, ſhall reap boantzfally *, We may 
therefore, by acts oF repentance and ſelf-de- 
nial, pzety and juſtice, charity and mercy, 
and by daing our common affairs after & 

6dly sort, be continually laying up for our- 
Give, treaſures in the heavens, and daily 
adding rays of glory to our heavenly crowns, 
which ſhall enrich and adorn us, tõ all eter- 
nity. And as it is an eternity we have now 
an opportinity of providing for, How in- 
daſtrious ſhezld we be, in making that pro- 
viſion ? Were we to provide only for 4 ſhort 
time, .the folly of negl;gence in it, wozid be
